Not all the stories are so tragic. A 
couple-of ménths ago, a fairly large 
Communist river steamer was success: 
fully stolen by a wonderfully ingenious 
plot. Twelve truck -drivers- stole gaso- 
line, drop by drop, for over a year to 
provide the fuel. Eight mechanics in a 
Canton dockyard found the right vessel 
and painted it the same grey as the 
Communist patrol boats. Three cooks in 
a naval mess stole half-e-dozen uniforms 
of the river patrol force. 

So 70 people sailed down the Pearl
